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London Papers Call 
on Big Powers to 
Cut Naval Expenses 


LONDONS Dec. 28. 
By the Associated Press. 


ALLS for the United States, 
& Great Britain and Japan to 

curtail itaval’ expense by 
mutual agreement were featured 
by a number of London newspa- 
pers this morning. In following 
this course the journals give ex- 
pression to the anxiety which 
has prevailed here since the re- 
ceipt of reports of the new 
American naval program, an 
anxicty which may be traced to 
the assumption the‘ if the Unit- 
ed States builds a big navy, 
Great Britain must do likewise. 

The Morning Post lamenis 
that American politicians have 
chosen a moment when the war- 
time fellowship of the American 
and British navies and the “‘chiv- 
alrous courtesy of American sea- 
men,” have united the naval 
Services of the two nations, “to 
declare, in effect, that the Brit- 
ish navy potential menace 
to America,” The newspaper 
complains in this of 
the “essential contradiction be- 
tween Almerican ‘politics and 
American practice.”’ 

Professing no desire to ques- 
tion America’s right to build as 
large a navy as she thinks prop- 
er, and admitting America can

NEXT HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 
From the New York World. 

N increasing its membership from 435 to 433, 
I according to the plan approved by the Repub- 
lican caucus, the first purpose of the House of 
tepresentatives will be that no state shall suffer 
a loss in its representation. This is @ political 
‘arrangement designed to prevent friction by 3i- 
lencing the states that have gained least in popu- 
lation. As it is, the House has grown to Un- 
-wieldly proportions and declined in efficiency. 
'Increasing its size by over 10 per cent cannot 
' fail to accentuate these faults. The Republican 
leaders lacked the courage ‘to call a halt be- 
' cause they feared a rebellion through a com- 
bination among states whose pride would be 
hurt by a reduction in their representation. So 
‘for motives of expediency solely, and contrary 
‘to their own sound judgment, they yielded every- 
thing. The appeal to common sense of Chair- 

man Hopkins of the Census Committee was 
| quickly overruled in the caucus. It was not a 
' question of being right but of shrewd trading on 
sentiment. Why subject any state to the humili- 
ation of having fewer members in the House in 
order merely that the House should not become 
‘less capable of transacting the public business? — 
Ultimately, of course, a limit must be placed 
upon the size of the House, if only because the 
seating capacity of the chamber cannot be Iin- 
definitely expanded. But it will be time enough 
to attend to that in the long future. The de 
cision to increase the membership carries with 
‘it no reassuring promise of any change in the
